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Measles  was  endemic  throughout  the  year,  and  121  of  the  cases  occurred 
during  July  and  August.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  . 
There  is  an  apparent  discrepancy  in  the  number  of  deaths,  2,  from 
Pneumonia,  and' the  number, four,  recorded  above  under  causes  of  death.  This 
is  due  to  lack  of  notification  of  four  cases.

V'ATER. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  was  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

Two  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made,  one  from  a  service  off  the 
Town  supply  and  one  from  the  service  at  the  Combs  waterworks.  Both  were 
satisfactory.  No  chemical  analyses  were  made. 

The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-s olv ent  action. 

No  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  was  necessary. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  to  the  houses  from  the 
public  mains  is  1,958?  serving  a  population  of  approximately  6,300.  The 
number  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes  is  10  (population  36).  In 
addition,  31  houses,  serving  a  population  of  approximately  100  are 
supplied  from  the  Stow upland  waterworks.
